Two days ago two young men were gay and happy in 
Pawnee, Oklahoma. A few hours later their souls had gone 
back to the God who gave it and their bodies had returned 
to ashes, burned by the flames from the blazing aeroplane.

If stunt flying could be of any practical or artistic value, 
it could be endured without a murmur.

Is 
a man’s life of the same value as that of the Mexican bull or 
the sportsman’s cock?

Experiments are necessary in aeronautics. Some daring 
individuals must attem pt to reach the limit of earthly ether. 
The}- must flit through the air with the speed of lightning. 
They must fly through storm, through air that parches and 
air that freezes. They must risk *heavy loads. They must 
do a thousand and one other things which are necessary in 
determining just what can be done in the air. 
But this does not include what is generally termed stunt 
flying. As usually practiced, this is nose spinning, tail spin­ 
ning. nose diving and such things as are done and have been 
done, by almost any aviator. If they were of any earthly good 
we should say go to it, for in toking chances you are teaching 
the world new tricks.
